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September 3d. Went to Kangasonturry, in the Til- 
lipally field. Visited a few houses, and held a 
meeting in the evening, at which about twenty per- 
sons were present. 

Ath. Visited thirty houses. Saw a woman who 
was able to read. Gave her a portion of Scripture. 
Sold one book and gave four without price. 

8th. Visited twenty houses and gave two books. 

9th. Held a meeting in the evening; over thirty 
persons present. 

10th. Visited thirty houses—addressed over eighty 
people. Sold a Gospel by Mark and two copies of 
Matthew’s Gospel. Saw the head men of the village, 
who seemed to have a good knowledge of Christian- 
ity. They excused themselves from embracing it 
on the ground of the inconsistencies of many Chris- 
tians. 

16th. Met some fisherwomen, who admitted the 
truth and. excellence of Christianity, but said they 


~*“awene not able to walk according to it. 


17th. Visited thirty-seven houses, and met more 
than a hundred people. While speaking to some of 
Jesus, they said, ‘‘ What you say,is true—our religion 
is the same as yours, except that you do not worship 
the saints and Mary the mother of Jesus.’”? When 
we spoke against such worship, some were displeased. 

Q1st. Sabbath. Attended meeting at Tillipally 
church and conducted the service. In the P. M. at- 
tended a meeting in the neighbourhood. 

23d. Met a man who showed some interest. He 
said he would inquire into the truths of Christianity, 
and promised to send his son to a Christian school. 

24th. Visited twenty-seven houses and sold two 
copies of Matthew. Some Romanists of the place 
seemed very desirous of getting the Scriptures and 
reading them. A woman applied for a book for her 
brother, who could read, but was not able to buy. 
As she was urgent in her request, I gave her a book, 
and requested her to hear it read by her brother daily. 
She promised she would. Some of the people spoke 
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very harshly and said, “‘ We do not want any other 
religion than the one we have.” 

25th. A woman and her daughter appeared much 
interested. The woman bought a copy of John, and 
hid it, intending to give it to her son. We gave 
three books to some girls who formerly studied in 
Some old women spoke against 
the Christian religion, and were not well pleased to 
hear our remarks. 

26th. I left six copies of Luke’s Gospel in a Ro- 
man Catholic school. Some women, hearing me read, 
said, ‘‘ Oh, this is the doctrine of our religion, We are 
under obligation to worship such a Saviour, and we 
do serve him’? I visited the teacher of the school, 
and found that he had been reading the Gospel by 
Matthew which I sold to him the day before. I con- 
versed with him some time. He said: ‘Our relig- 
ion does not differ much from yours—only you do 
not worship the saints and Mary the Mother. We 
ought to keep the Sabbath—but all work. The peo- 
ple asked permission from the priest to work on the 
Sabbath, but he objected. I do not approve of work- 
ing on the Sabbath.” He promised to read the books 
himself, and read them also to his children. I met 
a man with a withered hand, who expressed a great 
desire to get a book, and I gave him one, He prom- 
ised to read it to those about him, . 

29th. I sought out a man who was a friend of mine 
when I was a student at Tillipally, many years ago. 
He was then a member of the church, but was aft- 
erward excommunicated. He spoke of the history 
of the Bible in the time of the late Dr. Poor, when 
he was a writer under him. In those days, he said, 
he wrote verses of Scripture on Olas or Palmyra 
leaves, and Mr. Poor sent them to the head men of 
the villages. Then books were very scarce. Now 
they are very cheap. I gave him a copy of Mat- 
thew as a witness between us. 

During the month, 387 houses were visited, and 
1,242 persons spoken to individually or in groups. 
Forty-two portions were distributed, of which eight- 
een were sold. Twelve meetings were held. 

In October, Mr. Backus laboured a part of the 
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month in the Batticotta field, and a part of the month 
in the Melupitty field. He visited 493 houses; spoke 
with about 1,800 people; held thirteen meetings, 
and distributed sixty-four portions, of which sixteen 
were sold. 

October 6th. Met a woman who had a few chil- 
dren around her, teaching them from a little book. 
I gave her a copy of John, and prayed with her. 

7th. Saw a company of women who were break- 
ing up olive nuts. Among them was a Brahmin 
girl, who was telling to the others the story of Jo- 
seph. Hearing her, I went near and spoke to her, 
telling her I would give her a copy of Matthew if 
she would read it. She was diffident about reading 
before others, but for the sake of getting the book she 
read a few lines. I then gave the book to her and 
she was much pleased. 

13th. Went into an English school and spoke to 
the boys. The day before, a boy of the school had 
fallen from a tree and died, and I endeavoured to 
impress upon their minds the importance of receiving 
Jesus as their Saviour, that they might be prepared 
for death. 

16th. Went to Udupitty to labour. 

18th. Visited fifteen houses, and saw over seventy 
persons. 

21st. Visited twenty-seven houses, and spoke with 
about 120 persons. While speaking in one place, a 
woman spoke abusively of the Christian religion, but 
a man standing near said, ‘‘ Christianity is true,” and 
expressed a desire to obtain a book. I gave him one 
of the Gospels. 

22d. Visited thirty-three houses, and spoke with 
more than 150 persons. Sold a copy of Psalms, and 
gave four other books. Some said, ‘‘ We have noth- 
ing to give you,” supposing that I was a beggar. Oth- 
ers thought I came from the court to seize them, and 
ran off and hid themselves. The children cried out 
from fear. The people of the village seemed very 
ignorant. 

23d. In the place visited to-day, when I read the 
Scriptures the people flocked to -hear, thinking it 
something new and strange. Gave six books, I had 
a nice meeting under a tree, and spoke to them of 
Jesus being “the way, the truth, and the life,’ and 
through Him alone we may obtain eternal life. 

25th. Met a woman who seemed very anxious that 
I should see her son. She called him from a neigh- 
bour’s and told me that he was a very disobedient 
boy, and wished me to give him some good advice, 
and put him in the right way, that he might become 
a good child. She wished a book for him, promising 
to keep it carefully and make him read it. 

(27th. Held a meeting under a tree where some 
people were resting; twenty-seven adults present. 
All listened attentively. 

28th. Though some whom I met disputed, others 
heard attentively. 

29th, Went among very ignorant people. The 
children were frightened, and ran away. Some old 
people took me for a beggur, others for a police- 
man. One man, who seemed to know the object of 
my coming, said, ‘“Why do you come to-day to 
preach? the Sabbath is the day to preach, Did you 
sleep on that day, and now have come to preach ?” 
Had a meeting under a tree; about twenty present. 

31st. Held a meeting in the evening at the house 
of one who studied at Batticotta seminary, About 
thirty-five persons present. A good meeting, 

November 1st. Met a man who purchased a Gos- 
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pel from me last year. He said he had read the 
book—had given up all heathen ceremonies—and 
ceased giving rice to the Brahmins. His wife bore. 
the same testimony. Had a meeting in the evening ; 
present twenty-eight adults. A Brahmin said that 
the Bible was not their book, and therefore they 
should not touch it. Afterward he asked for a copy, 
and bought a copy of Psalms. ; 

3d. At Tondymannaar visited twenty-eight houses. 
Saw a man employed to guard the salt storehouse. 
He purchased some portions of the Scriptures for- 
merly. From the questions he asked, I understood 
that he had read the books carefully. The catechist 
then said that he was convinced of the truth of Chris- 
tianity, but feared to come out as a Christian. About 
a hundred people were engaged in drawing up a 
vessel on the shore. I spoke with them, and read 
some chapters from Matthew. While speaking of 
the uncertainty of earthly things, they repeated a 
Tamil proverb in confirmation of what I said, viz., 
“In the morning the owner of a ship, and in the 
afternoon a beggar.” Qa 

5th. Met a man who studied formerly under Mr, ~ 
Meigs. He admitted the truth of Christianity, but 
said he was not able to walk according to it. He 
said he intended to have two of his girls admitted to 
the Uduville boarding school, and leave them to be- 
come Christians. 

6th. Found two women who were able to read. 
Gave them each a copy of a Gospel. 

7th. Visited forty houses. Held a meeting in the 
house of the head man of the village. There was 
some dispute. One said, ‘There are two Testa- 
ments. Why do you Christians give up the Old Test- 
ament ?’’ referring principally to the Mosaic eeremo- 
nies, A road overseer present spoke in favour of 
Christianity, saying that Jafina owed its prosperity 
to the teachings of Christianity. 

8th. Visited some Romanists’ houses. Read some 
Some said, ‘‘ Your Bible is 
the same as ours,’”’ and asked me to give them some 
copies. But one woman said, “ No, no, we must not 
receive their books, They are reformation—money- 
Bibles.’’ She then spoke of a former catechist who, 
she said, spoke to them with tears in his eyes, but 
lately she saw him performing heathen ceremonies. 
Hence she concluded that all were money-Christians. 

13th. Returned to Batticotta to labour. 

15th. Went to Caradive to spend the Sabbath. 

19th. Visited twenty houses—gave three books. 
While reading, several heard with attention. One 
blacksmith seemed much interested, and got a book, 
and read it. Several hearing, acknowledged that the 
instruction was good. ‘The missionaries,’ they 
said, “come and give good instruction, but very few 
work according to it—all go astray.”’ 

24th. Held a meeting in a Tamil heathen school. 

27th. A Brahmin said to me, “The month of No- 
vember is a sacred month to us. You must not 
come and speak to us this month of the doctrines of 
the foolish foreigners. We cannot hear about their 
books. Go away. Don’t come near me. Don’t 
bring your books here. Be off.’ I replied to him, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved,”’ and left him. Visited during the month 
325 houses, and conversed with over 1,220 people. 
Distributed thirty books, of which six were sold. 

In December I laboured in connexion with the 
Uduville station. As it was the rainy season, I 
was much interrupted in my labour, I visited 130 
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houses, and spoke with about 540 people. Sold one 
Bible, and gave fifteen portions of Scripture without 
price. 

During the eleyen months the colporteur was em- 
ployed, he visited 3,776 houses, conversed with about 
11,500 persons in reference to the Bible, and distrib- 
uted one Bible and 423 portions of Scripture. He 
also attended about ninety meetings—some in school- 
houses, some in private dwellings, and some under 
trees. He has been very earnest in his work, and 
has sowed much seed, which we trust will yet ger- 
minate and bring forth much fruit to the praise of 
our Redeemer. E. P. Hastines.

LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 27, 1863. 

My Dear Sir :—The brethren of the mission to 
Western Turkey are now holding their annual meet- 
ing in this city. It is delightful to be with them 
and listen to the reports that they bring from every 
part of theland. The mission has appointed a com- 
mittee to address to you a letter in regard to the 
Bible work under their supervision. This obviates 
the necessity of a letter from me. I cannot, how- 
ever, let the post go, without alluding to the encour- 
agement we have to persevere in the good work. 
Though the hinderances and adversaries are very 
numerous, the influence of the Word of God is most 
marked. Like the silent, unseen process of the 
leaven, it is permeating the whole land. Said one 
brother: ‘There is probably not a city nor a large 
town in the country into which the Scriptures, in 
whole or in part, have not entered. In all there 
are at least a few Bible readers.’’? The sale of Scrip- 
tures has been larger the past year than during the 
preceding year. The colporteurs have had various 
success, according to the locality in which they 
have laboured. One averaged only twenty copies 
a month, and that with hard work. The sales of 
another averaged 130 copies a month for seven 
months. In Cesarea, 174 volumes were sold in four 
months from the ist of January. Most of these cop- 
ies of the Bible have passed into the hands of per- 
sons hitherto unacquainted with the truth. The 
missionary in that field speaks of them as ‘'174 un- 
erring preachers of righteousness, who speak very 
plainly to Armenians, Greeks, and Moslems, as well 
as Protestants.’ 


Colporteur Bedros, one half of whose time is given 
to our work: ‘‘ He has recently made two quite long 
tours on our plain, during which, on account of the 
excessive poverty of the people, resulting from short 
crops last year,.and a very long and severe winter, 
he sold comparatively few books. He sold in all 
only forty Bibles and Testaments, but had opportu- 
nity to read the Scriptures to hundreds of all classes, 
including the Turks. We were much interested in 
the case of a teacher in the village of Reghvauk, at 
whose house, some years since, Bedros had sold a 
copy of the Tract Primer. That book had become 
the wonder of the village for its new and intelligible 
teachings; all classes, including a priest, coming to- 
gether from time to time to hear it read. The 
primer had awakened in the teacher’s mind a desire 
for the Bible from which the passages in the primer 
were taken. Having neither silver nor gold, the 
teacher offered the colporteur all that he had—a 
piece of cloth worth sixteen piasters. The colpor- 
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teur not being allowed to part with books for less 
than the regular price, nor for anything but money 
left the poor man without the Bible. A few days 
afterwards his brother visited us at the city, and 
surprised us by his Scripture knowledge derived 
from the wonderful primer. He expressed a strong 
desire for a Bible, saying that it would enlighten the 
whole village, as many persons were accustomed to 
meet at their house to read and hear. We assured 
him that his brother should have the Bible, and it 
has been presented to him. In the same village, 
Bedros visited a man who had obtained from Con- 
stantinople pictures for his church, and, with four 
dollars in his hands, was waiting for the coming of 
the bishop to anoint them. The result of the visit 
was, that the pictures were hung up in his own 
house for mere ornament, and will never be taken to 
the Armenian church for which they were bought. 
In another village he sold a copy of the Bible to a 
man who has been a bitter opposer of our work. 
This colporteur has so much of the spirit of Christ, 
that he often secures a hearing where most would 
fail. Books, particularly primers and the new pocket 
reference Testament, are having a rapid sale.” 

A letter from Persia, received to-day, says that 
the increased interest of the Armenians in the neigh- 
bourhood of Salmos has manifested itself in the pur- 
chase ‘of a number of Bibles. In one village, the 
number of those who read or listen to the Word of 
God is spoken of as quite large. In another, the 
attention of the most hardened has been arrested ; 
and of some of these, there is evidence that they 
have been born again. 

Eight months ago, a young Armenian (Hohannes 
by name) found his way to Oroomiah. Through the 
influence of a pious Nestorian, he was led to exam- 
ine the Scriptures in his own language. He soon 
became so much interested that he devoted the win- 
ter to the investigation of Bible doctrine, yielded his 
heart to its renovating influence, and is now rejoic- 
ing in the hope that he is a true follower of Christ. 
The last Sabbath of April, six other young Arme- 
nians visited the Sabbath school with which Hohan- 
nes was connected, and requested instruction out of 
God’s Word. They are plain mechanics; but in 
their hearts they find a strong desire to know what 
God the Lord hath spoken concerning them and their 
duty. They have entered earnestly upon the study 
of the Scriptures. Every feast day, and whenever 
they find leisure, they visit Hohannes’ room and ply 
their books. An additional fact of interest is, that 
in Salmos and the surrounding region there are many 
Armenian merchants who are quite evangelical in 
their views. They discard the errors and supersti- 
tions of the old Church. Being men who shape 
public sentiment, it is hoped that they will do much 
to help forward the cause of the Bible, and hinder 
the ecclesiastics, if their jealousies should prompt 
them to that fierce and bitter hostility to the work of 
evangelism which we have encountered in parts of 
Turkey. I shall expect large calls for the Word of 
God from that region ere long.

American Bible Society. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 2d 
inst., at half past three, P. M.; the Hon. Luther 
Bradish in the chair, assisted by Wm. B. Crosby, 
Francis Hall, and Pelatiah Perit, Esqs. 

Rev. Samuel H. Cox, D.D., read the twenty-fourth 
and twenty-fifth Psalms, and offered prayer. 

Two new auxiliaries were recognised—one in 
Massachusetts and one in lowa. 

Communications were received from Rev. H. 
Ballentine, Ahmednugger, returning thanks for 
grant of books, and in regard to his translation of 
the Scriptures into the Marathi language; from 
Rev. James Hickey, recently appointed Agent of this 
Society in Mexico, stating his entrance on his work, 
and giving encouraging account of openings for dis- 
tributing the Scriptures; from Col. Tronchin, chair- 
man of Swiss-Italian committee, returning thanks for 
funds granted by the Board, with account of the 
labours of colporteurs; from Rev. R. Holden, Bahia, 
with account of the conversion of a gentleman 
in Peru through the Scriptures; from Rev. H. A. 
Wilder, Umtwalumi, Africa, requesting funds, and 
in regard to printing the New Testament in tho 
Zulu language; from Rev. S. L. Baldwin, Fuh 
Chau, China, stating the completion of the printing 
press, and progress in publishing the Scriptures, 
with semi-annual financial statement; from Rev. 
Dr. Peter Parker, as to establishing an agency of 
this Society in China; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, Con- 
stantinople, with highly encouraging accounts of the 
Bible work in Western Turkey. 

Grants of books were made for Confederate pris- 
oners in Fort Delaware ; for soldiers in Fort Schuy- 
ler, books in various languages; to Sunday schools 
at Norfolk, Va.; for soldiers in hospitals at Wash- 


ington ; to Christian Commission, in six languages, 
for the army; to American Sunday School Union ; 
to the Sunday School Union of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church; Cherokee Testaments, for Cherokee 
soldiers in the Union army; Bibles in Portuguese 
and Spanish, for Fayal, the Azores, Brazil, and Peru; 
for coloured people at Norfolk, Va.; to Tazewell 
County Bible Society, Tennessee, for distribution ; 
to the Hebrew Sunday School Teachers’ Association ; 
for soldiers at Fort Kearney, Nebraska; to the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church; 
to the American Missionary Society; to the Mem- 
phis and Shelby County Bible Society, Tennessee, 
20,000 Bibles and Testaments, by request of their 
secretary, “for the Confederate army in the Missis- 
sippi valley.” Special permission to transmit them 
across the lines has been received from the Sec- 
retary of the United States Treasury Department. 
There were granted 235 volumes, in various ien- 
guages, for distribution by captains of vessels to 
foreign ports, eighteen volumes in raised letters for 
the Blind, and several others in smaller quantity. 
The entire number of books granted was over 
27,300. 

The receipts for June were $28,632 61; issues, 

91,555 volumes.

The Bible among the Soldiers, 
Do the soldiers desire the Scriptures ? 

Rev. Edward P. Smith, delegate of the United 
States. Christian Commission, in writing from the 
army of the Potomac says: “I found one regiment 
in which there were thirty Germans in a single ecom- 
pany who had left their homes without the Word of 
God, and who had become hungry for it. A squad 
of these men promised the chaplain that they would 
give him their cards and play no more, if he would 
give each of them a New Testament.” 

“In another company of this regiment,” he adds, 
“a single English Testament had circulated among 
thirty soldiers, in five different tents, during the en- 
tire winter, and it had seldom lain an hour by day- 
light unused.” 

Chaplain Cook, of the 94th (N. Y.) regiment, says : 
“T distributed a large number of Testaments in our 
regiment on Saturday; and the next day (Sabbath) 
there were more chapters read by the men than dur- 
ing six months previous. Every one seemed to take 
hold of the Word of God as if they had found a new 
book.”’ 

Says Rev. E. P. Smith : “ How often, on inquiry, 
‘Would you like a Testament? the answer comes, 
‘Yes I would, very much. TI lost mine at Antietam, 
at South Mountain, or at Fredericksburg” Our 
prayer-meetings are full and solemn. This is a se- 
rious time with these armed hosts. They know 
from the antecedents of their general that there is 
sharp work before them; and these warm days and 
spring voices are perpetual reminders of coming bat- 
tle, wounds, and death ; and they feel that something 
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must be done to get ready for these realities. For 
this reason they’ love to have the Bible.” 


Do the soldiers read the Bible when it is given to 
them 2 


Says Rev. Alexander Reed of New York, who has 
had a large experience among our soldiers: ‘The 
men, sick or well, in camp, on shipboard, or in hos- 
pital, read the Bible because they must have some- 
thing to read. The long leisure hours of a soldier’s 
life hang heavily, and they must read something in 
sheer self-defence, in order to kill time. Very many, 
however, I am glad to say, read and re-read God’s 
Word because they love it as ‘precious,’ and as 
‘sweet,’ and they earnestly strive to make it the 
guide of their lives,” 


Do the soldiers ever refuse the Scriptures 2 
Very seldom. All the reports which come to us 
on the subject agree in stating, that none scarcely, 
except Roman Catholics, refuse the sacred Volume, 
and that very many even of them accept it both 
cheerfully and gratefully. 


The Bible among prisoners of war. 

Nearly all who have made statements in relation 
to this matter say, that “all prisoners of war are 
well pleased to accept of the Scriptures, and that 
they all eagerly read them.” 


The Bible in the Army, 
Do the soldiers destroy or waste their Bibles ? 

Rev. Joseph Scudder, post chaplain at Fort Colum- 
bus, Governor’s Island, New York, says: “For a 
year I was on the field, attached to a volunteer regi- 
ment, During that time we marched many hun- 
dreds of miles. The marches on the Peninsula were 
so severe that the men stripped themselves of almost 
everything, even to their coats ; and yet I never saw 
a Testament thrown away. I have searched fre- 
quently in hopes of picking up one as a relic, but I 
have never found one,’’—‘‘ The Seriptures have been 
received with eagerness by the soldiers on Governor’s 


£ ‘yo Js) and ; and the distribution of them there was 


doubtless, in a great measure, the foundation of what- 
ever religious spirit has manifested itself there,” . 
Mr. John A. Cole, field agent of the Christian 
Commission, in writing after the distribution of 
35,000 New Testaments in the army of the Potomac, 
says: ‘‘I can state as the result of this great work, 
that we have everywhere been received with great 
pleasure by the soldiers; and frequently we hear, as 
an eager crowd gathers around us, such expressions 
as: ‘I have tried everywhere to get a Testament ;’ ‘I 
lost mine at Antietam,’ &c.”—‘‘Only a very few of 
all whom we have met have refused our gift ; indeed, 
the number of such is not appreciable.”’—‘ This dis- 
tribution has revealed to us, among other things, an 
amount of respect and veneration for the Word of 
God that we did not expect to find, Indeed, we often 
find profane men who greatly prize the Bible that 


has been given to them by loved ones before leaving 
their homes. Coverless, stained, and torn, as it some- 
times becomes from the exposures of war, it speaks 
most eloquently of the constant care that has pre- 
served this treasure when everything else has been 
lost.’—“ The effect of this extensive distribution of 
God’s Word has been, I believe, very marked. I 
often hear it said that since the Testament, &c., had 
been furnished to a regiment, less profanity and less 
card-playing were observable than before.” 

Rev. T. T. Devan, chaplain at Fort Schuyler, 

N. Y., says: ‘‘ The willingness of the men to receive 
the Scriptures is very marked ; and I cannot charge 
my memory with more than three or four cases, of 
seventeen hundred and sixty-four patients received 
in the hospital here, who refused to receive the sa- 
cred Gift. I am not aware of any cases of perver- 
sion, sale, throwing away, or destruction of the 
Seriptures that I have distributed.” 
_ Rev, A. H. Tilton, Agent of the American Bible 
Society for Northern and Central Ohio, says: “ My 
opportunities for knowing in relation to these matters 
have been very extensive. Not one in a thousand 
of our soldiers has refused a copy of the Scriptures. 
Paroled soldiers almost universally, and the sick 
universally, desire the Word of Life, and receive it 
most gratefully. I have knowledge of only one case 
of destruction of the sacred Volume, and that was the 
case of a Roman Catholic who burned his Testa- 
ment.

Many have been converted who have been 
supplied with the Testament, but to what extent 
other causes have acted to bring about this happy 
result, I am not able to say.” 

Rev. Dr. Sheldon, Agent of the American Bible 
Society for New Jersey, says: ‘‘ Not one soldier in a 
thousand has refused a copy of the New Testament 
which we have offered them. I do not hear of a 
single case in which the sacred Volume has been 
wilfully wasted, perverted, sold, thrown away, or de- 
stroyed by our troops; but I know that it has been 
received with every mark of reverence for it, and

Tur Mempuis aNnD Suripy County Bisur So- 
ciety, TENN., lately sent an order for the purchase 
of twenty thousand Bibles and Testaments, with the 
request that the Managers of the American Bible 
Society would donate a portion of the same, the 
whole number being designed for the Confederate 
Army of the Mississippi Valley. The Board of 
Managers at its last meeting responded to this re- 
quest, by making a grant of the entire order (3,000 
Bibles, and 17,000 Testaments), The Secretary of 
the Treasury, Hon. 8. P. Chase, promptly gave his 
authority for the transmission of the books to Mem- 
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phis, whence they will be sent to their destination 
by the auxiliary Bible society at that place. We are 
happy to learn that this society, since the war began, 
has been actively engaged in the Bible work, as may 
be seen in the following extracts from our corres- 
pondence from Ethel H. Porter, Esq., president : 

We, as the officers of the Memphis and Shelby 
County Bible Society, will be responsible for their 
distribution ; and are happy to state that we have 
had for the past two years in our employ a great part 
of the time, one of the most useful and efficient dis- 
tributers and solicitors it has been our good fortune to 
‘know. Through his agency, and principally through 
the members of our society, there have been printed 
and distributed over 50,000 Testaments and Psalms, 
the work having been commenced at Nashville, and 
is now continued at Atlanta, Ga. 

With the facilities we have, we can supply but 
a small part of the demand, and therefore make this 
application to your Society for books. 

The books for this order are designed for the 
Confederate army of the Mississippi Valley, many 
of whom have gone from this district, in whose 
spiritual welfare our society feel a deep interest. 

If your Society have no other agency, we will 
willingly undertake to distribute among the United 
States soldiers stationed here in camp, and in the 
hospitals, such copies of the Scriptures as you may 
donate.

We have received the account of an extended Bible 
tour made by the Rev. R. Holden, up the Amazon. 
He left the city of Para July the 1st, 1862, and pro- 


ceeded up the river, lying over at sundry places and | 


taking the next boat, as the stops at each place were 
too brief to allow time for doing anything. The 
little city of Manaos, the capital of Amazonas, he 
canvassed pretty thoroughly, and disposed of more 
Scriptures there than in any other place. The 
bishop had prohibited the sale, but few regarded it, 


though some did. While some were probably igno- | 
rant of it, others bought who knew of it but disre- | 


garded it. On reaching the Peruvian frontier he 
made a canoe trip of sixty days to Moyobamba, 


where he disposed of all the books he had. During | 
this trip he seldom met with more than two or three.

Reports of Agents. 

Mr. Bayuzss, of Eastern Kentucry, reports for 
the last month having visited six auxiliaries, at- 
tended five anniversaries, and delivered nine ser- 
mons and addresses in relation to his agency. The 
first Sabbath in the month he spent in Cynthiana, 
the second in Crittenden, the third in Newport, the 
remainder of the month being occupied at Peoria, 
Ill., in attending the sessions of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. Our Cause in this field is be- 
ginning to put on a more favourable aspect; and we 
hope, ere long, to announce that all our auxiliaries 
and friends are at work once more as in days past. 

Mr. Bust, of Carirornta, reports having visited 
and taken up Bible collections during the past 
month in the churches in Santa Cruz, Santa Clara, 
San José, and in Dr. Anderson’s church in San Fran- 
cisco. The collections were liberal, and a growing 
interest was discovered in our great and good work. 
In all of these places well filled depositories of the 
Scriptures are kept up; and from all of them large 
numbers of the Sacred Volume are continually going 
forth, to enlighten and bless the vast multitude that 
is thronging into that State from the four quar- 
ters of the earth. Under the influence of the Bible, 
and the friends of the Bible, churches, schools, and 
Christian homes, are springing up all over the State, 
and awakening in all hearts the most animating 
hopes for its future. 


Mr. Dennis, of Kansas, states in his report for 
May, that the first Sabbath of the month was spent 
in Prairie City and Baldwin City, the second in 
Bloomington and Clinton, the third at Grasshopper 
Falls, and the fourth at Paola and Osawatomie. In 
all of these places he was cordially welcomed as the 


_ representative of the American Bible Society; and 
of earnest piety, good natural talents, and under the. 


influence of divine grace has acquired great knowl- | 


responses more or less liberal were made to his 
appeals for help to carry forward the Divinely-ap- 
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pointed work. Mr. Dennis’ report indicates a grow- 
ing interest in the Bible cause in that new and most 
important field ; and also that he is laying his plans 
and setting forth various agencies, which promise 
well for this Institution there hereafter. At Fort 
Scott he met with many discouragements in the way 
of the successful prosecution of our work; but he 
expresses the hope that these discouragements will 
soon be removed, and that there also the work will 
go forward. He speaks of finding coloured people 
at every point in larger numbers than he had before 
imagined, and says that very many of them are 
greatly in need of the Bible. 


Mr. Apvams, of Mrynesora, during the month of 
May visited seven auxiliaries, attended eight Bible 
meetings, and delivered ten Bible sermons and ad- 
dresses. His labours have been chiefly expended in 
supplying soldiers and refugees with the Scriptures. 
“Bight of the sixteen families found destitute of the 
Word of God,” says Mr. A., “were refugees from 
the Indians ; five were coloured people lately brought 
up from Missouri and Kentucky; and the remaining 
three were frontier settlers, two of whom lost all 
their household effects by fire during the late Indian 
raid. I need scarcely say,’’ he adds, “that, situ- 
ated as the people now are, they are not prepared to 
do much for the promotion of the Bible cause. All 
things considered, however, they have done better 
for the Cause during the past year than during the 
year previous.” 


Mr. Smiru, of NortHwesTern Onio, writes as 
follows: ‘ During the month of May I laboured in 
the counties of Union, Marion, Fulton, Henry, and 
Williams. I held anniversary meetings in Marion 
and Fulton Counties, and the West Unity Bible 
Society in Williams County. We had very interest- 
ing meetings, and I think very profitable ones both 
to the people and to the Cause. We visited 1,678 
families, of which 114 were found without any por- 
tion of the Scriptures ; we secured more than $1,000 
in cash and $550 on subscription. I laboured with- 


om i ‘gut, interruption during the month, and it has been 


one of the most profitable that I have spent in this 
service. I feel confident that we shall do well dur- 
ing the year, unless something occurs which I can- 
not now foresee.””? Jn the course of the month, Mr. 
S. attended seventeen Bible meetings, and delivered 
twenty-one Bible sermons and addresses. 


Mr. HarrsHorn, of Eastern Onto, sends his 
report, from which we learn that his work during 
the month past has been confined principally to the 
counties of Summit, Mahoning, and Trumbull. 
The Summit County auxiliary, he says, has never 
before done so well as during the past year, its 
receipts being almost double those of this year. 
Respecting the Trumbull County Society, he says: 
“T am confident that it will make a larger donation 
to the Parent Society this year than usual.’ The 
work of distribution is receiving very special attention 
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in that auxiliary’s field. The work of exploring and 
supplying the county of Tuscarawas is to be entered 
upon immediately. ‘‘There will be found,” says 
Mr, H., “a larger destitution in that county than 
in any other county in my field, because there a 
larger foreign element is to be found than else- 
where.” 

Mr. Armsrrona, of Nortuern Inprana, visited 
during the last month six auxiliaries, attended twen- 
ty-three Bible meetings, and delivered twenty-two 
sermons and addresses pertaining to the Bible cause. 
‘OF the six auxiliaries visited,” says Mr. A., “four 
held annual meetings, which I attended. The re- 
eeipts for the month of May have turned out better 
than I anticipated. They have come, in part, in 
response to a circular which I sent out in March, 
but which seems to have lain in the postoffice until 
quite recently.” 

Mr. Roserts, of OrEGon, reports progress in 
his work. “During the first half of the month of 
May,” says he, ‘I travelled 222 miles, preached five 
times, visited forty-one families, and quickened the 
minds of many persons in regard to the work of dis- 
seminating the Holy Scriptures.” The fourteenth 
anniversary of the Oregon Bible Society was held at 
Portland about the middle of May. 

Mr. Witiery, of New Hampsuire, during the 
month past visited two Bible committees, and deliv- 
ered fifteen Bible discourses and addresses. The 
anniversaries of the State Bible society and of sev- 
eral county auxiliaries were to be held during the 
month of June, and Mr. W. was anticipating that 
they would be occasions of peculiar interest. 

Mr. Herr, of SournweEsTErn Onto, says: “The 
past month has been spent in Logan, Darke, and 
Shelby Counties, and with the West Liberty Bible 
Society in Logan County. The Logan County Bible 
Society is more prosperous than last year. The 
Darke County Bible Society, I am glad to say, is 
reviving. The West Liberty Bible Society is in a 
prosperous condition. Its field is to be canvassed in 
a few weeks. The Shelby County Bible Society is 
doing nobly this year. The entire county has been 
thoroughly canvassed, with the following results: 
number of families visited, 2,480; number of fam- 
ilies destitute of the Scriptures, 201. Number of 
those supplied by purchase, ninety; by donation, 
ninety-five. The number of families which refused 
a copy was sixteen. The number of families vis- 
ited in Montgomery County by the auxiliary there 
was 3,640; the number destitute was sixty-five, of 
which six refused to accept of a copy of the Scrip- 
tures.” 

Mr, Titron, of Norturrn and Crenrrat Oxo, 
laboured diligently in the month of May in Knox, 
Fairfield, Scioto, Jackson, and Lawrence Counties. 
The Jackson County Society set a good distributing 
agent to work to canvass the county. Affairs in this 
society are improving. In Fairfield County there 
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was but little encouragement, in consequence of a 
strong secession sympathy. The work in the army 
and navy was not in favour with the people. Mr. 
T. had crossed the river to look after some Ohio sol- 
diers in hospitals in Kentucky. He says that in one 
of these, ‘‘as the steward introduced me as your 
Agent who had sent them the Testaments, they ex- 
pressed their thanks, showing their Testaments and 
telling how much they were able to read each day.” 
Mr. Tilton’s receipts for the month were $500, with 
#100 more subscribed. Mr. Cobb has just finished 
the canvass of Medina County, and Mr. Myers that 
of Perry County. 

Mn. Jones, of Iowa, laboured in May with suc- 
cess in Tama, Scott, Keokuk, Washington, and Mus- 
catine Counties. In Tama County a branch society 
was organized at Indiantown, and local agents ap- 
pointed to canvass the place. The Tama. County 
Bible Society was resuscitated, and local agents ap- 
pointed to canvass the county town, Toledo. Ma- 
haska County Society made arrangements for can- 
vassing its field by a Friend (Quaker). Incipient 
measures were taken towards a similar work in 
Washington County. Muscatine County voted to 
raise means to liquidate the debt of that society 
($233 31), and didit, The annual meeting of Mus- 
catine County Society was held with excellent effect. 
The several Protestant churches here—Presbyterian, 
Episcopal, and Methodist—work together with cor- 
diality, Itis an efficient society. Local agents were 
designated to collect subscriptions already made and 
get new ones. Affairs in this State are improving. 

Mr. Barpwe 1, of Wisconsin, during the month 
of May laboured in Oconto, Brown, Winnebago, 
Ozaukee, and Grant Counties, and with the Neenah 
Bible Society. These are among the poorest and 
least populous counties in the State, having few vil- 
lages and few churches. They cannot contribute 
much in the way of funds, but it is important to 
keep the societies alive and the work of distribu- 
tion in progress. Mr. B. visited six auxiliaries, held 
seven meetings—some others having failed through 
inclement weather—preached or spoke at each meet- 
ing, and collected $241 49. 

Mr. Terrewx, of Sournern Inprana, in May 
laboured in Bartholomew, Decatur, Jennings, and 
Owen Counties, and with the Edinburgh Bible Soci- 
ety. Altogether, he visited and laboured with six 
auxiliaries, preached eleven times, and collected in 
all $269 55, besides about $50 more subscribed but 
not paid. This field has been very much disturbed 
by fears of invasion. The disturbances arising from 
this source have been very unfavourable to our work. 
Mr. T. says, “ We seem to sleep over a smouldering 
voleano, that may burst out at.any moment.”? *

More than two years have passed since the date 
of our last report, the upheavings and commotions 
around us preventing the holding of an anniversary 
meeting at the usual time last year. These troubles 
and excitement have not been without their influence 
upon the business of the depository and the arrange- 
ments of the society. The sales have been dimin- 
ished, and the collections in the churches almost en- 
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tirely overlooked or neglected. During this period, 
from January 1, 1861, to February 1, 1863, there 
have been sold at the depository 1,214 Bibles and 
7,991 Testaments and Books of the Bible, amounting 
to $2,425 81. Given to the destitute, 103 English, 
ten German and one Italian Bible, and sixteen Eng- 
lish, sixteen German, and one Italian Testaments, 
amounting to $74 90. Total, $2,500 71. Destitute 
families, orphan children, and needy soldiers; have 
been made glad by these distributions. 

In addition, the depository agent has distributed, 
for the use of the soldiers in the army of both sec- 
tions, also in hospitals and prisons, twenty-four 
Bibles, 29,771 Testaments, valued at $3,593 71; 
making the total cireulated during this period, 1,352 
Bibles, 37,795 Testaments, valued in dollars and 
cents at $6,094 42. But who can estimate their real 
value? ‘‘More to be desired are they than gold, 
yea, than much fine gold.” 

The large supply for the soldiers has been gener- 
ously given by the American Bible Society, who 
have furnished without stint all that have been de- 
manded for this new and inviting field ; they wisely 
concluding that no better method could be adopted of 
quieting the raging billows rolling over our once 
happy land, than to let the voice of Him who stilled 
the storm when upon earth be heard through his 
Word. Many a precious soul has been reached by 
this distribution, who otherwise might have lived and 
died without the Word of God. Did time allow, in- 
teresting incidents might be furnished, showing the 
need and value of this effort.

Among 
388 families visited, forty-nine were found destitute 
of the Scriptures, being a little more than one family 
in eight that was living without a copy of God’s 
Word in their dwellings. The society’s receipts last 
year amounted to $167 51; and it has Bibles and 
Testaments on hand valued at $308 54. Officers:

The Scriptures for the Jews. 

The following we take from the Jewish Record, 
of June 19, published in New York, which will 
serve to show that the efforts of this Society to dif- 
fuse abroad among all classes of men the knowledge 
of God’s Word, are not entirely unappreciated : 

An Act Wortuy or Encouragnment.—The 
New York Bible Association, urged by the frequent 
calls that have been made at their warerooms by 
various Israelites for copies of the Old Testament, 
printed complete in itself, without being bound in 
connexion with the New, and also prompted by the 
desire of having the knowledge of the Scriptures dis- 
seminated among all, have just issued a handsomely 
printed book, consisting merely of the Old Testa- 
ment, according to King James’ translation. The 
work has been gotten up in as able a manner as 
economy of price and neatness of style could suggest, 
and is now for sale at the almost nominal price of 
one dollar per copy. : 

We would recommend all of our co-religionists to 
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encourage this commendable act on the part of the 
members of the Bible Association, inasmuch as the 
book was printed, as we were informed, merely for 
the benefit of our Jewish community. And even 
aside from this fact, the merits of the work itself 
should be sufficient to persuade all who are inter- 
ested in the history and principles of the Jewish re- 
ligion, to possess themselves with such an excellent 
book. 

The text is according to the best translation of the 
original Hebrew which has ever been made, and is 
printed upon fine paper, in an easily readable type. 

We have copied this article from the Jewish Ree- 
ord, with thanks to that paper for their kind appre- 
ciation of the labours of our Board of Managers. It 
is perhaps scarcely necessary to remind our Jewish 
friends, that this Bible for the Jews, like aJl our 
books, is sold at cost to those who are able to pay 
for it, and given only to the deserving who are too 
poor to buy. Indiscriminate giving is no charity, 
whether in books or money.—[Ebs.]

Teaching to Read the Bible.

Hitton Heap, S. C., April 16, 1863. 

I have much to be grateful for in the measure of 
success in the field just left. Several of my schol- 
ars had begun to read the Testament, and the de- 
light which they manifested in this, was one of the 
pleasantest experiences of my life. I think they 
were better pleased to read it than the most attract- 
ive story-book in the world; and it seemed to be 
with the idea that it was the Word of God, and able 
to make them wise unto salvation. There has been 
nothing in my acquaintance with them so impressive 
as their eagerness to read the Bible, and the satisfac- 
tion which they and their parents evinced when 
some of them began to do so. Their capacity for 
faith in the Bible is certainly one of the most hope- 
ful facts concerning them.

Massachusetts Bible Society. 

The fifty-fourth annual meeting of this society 
was held in Boston on the 25th of May. The issues 
of the society for the year amounted to 66,157 
copies of the Bible in whole or in parts; being an 
excess of 15,000 volumes above that of the year pre- 
vious ; and 27,000 volumes more than was issued 
two years ago. The number of copies put into cir- 
culation gratuitously was 24,495, three quarters of 
which were distributed in the army and navy. 

“The volumes given by the society directly,” 
says the report, ‘ comprise but a small part of what 
has gone in this way. Many soldiers were fur- 
nished by parents and friends; and not a few of our 
towns were induced to supply those companies which 
were raised in their limits. And when this was 
done, the camps were visited, and the soldiers who 
remained destitute were furnished ; so that it is be- 
lieved that very few of the thousands who went to 


os during the year, were without the Word of 
od, 
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The income of the society from all sources 
amounted to $24,964 46; which is more than one 
third greater than last year. 

Ai the anniversary, the president, Hon. Samuel H. 
Walley, presided ; and addresses were delivered by 
the president ; Rev. W. J. R. Taylor, D.D., Secre- 
tary of the American Bible Society, and Rev. L. D. 
Burrows, D.D., of Chelsea, Mass.

Rev. George W. Blayden, D.D, secretary; and 
Charles Henry Parker, Esq., treasurer. Rev. Daniel 
Butler is the society’s recording secretary and agent 
for the State.

Pennsylvania Bible Society, 

This ‘society celebrated its fifty-fifth anniversary 
on the 6th of May last. Its receipts for the past 
year amounted to $31,368 22, and its issues to 21,555 
Bibles, 2,286 Books of the Bible, and 74,834 Testa- 
ments; making a total of 98,675 volumes. 

The State is still divided into two fields, that of 
Eastern, and that of Western, Pennsylvania. The 
former is under the care of Rey. Irwin H. Torrence, 
and the latter under the care of Rev. J. J. Aikin, D.D. 

John W. Claghorn, the treasurer of the society, 
and John P. Rhoads, the depository agent, are in the 
Bible House, Philadelphia. 

The president of the society is the Rev. Albert 
Barnes, and the corresponding secretary Joseph H. 
Dalles. 

The society is under the direction of a very able 
board of managers, and in nearly every county in 


the State it has a working auxiliary. Says the soci-' 


ety’s last report: ‘‘We record the reports of our 
auxiliaries throughout the State as we receive them. 
We are aware that a far more effective work has 
been done than appears from these modest reports of 
numbers and places. The hundreds of pious men 
‘and women who have distributed nearly 100,000 
copies of the Sacred Scriptures, have not done this 
without a powerful though silent influence, the fruit 
of which will be found in that other world of which 
the Bible alone gives any hope to man.”

By the grace of God I have 
been permitted to labour for the spiritual welfare of 
the sick and wounded in the hospital at Nashville® 
since the 6th of June, 1862, and I am now connected 
with this institution. Every patient, excepting two, 
one a Roman Catholic, the other unable to read, has 
been supplied with a copy of the New Testament. 
In the number are included seven Catholics. All 
read it more or less, while a considerable number 
read it diligently. Every day, as I visit the wards, 
I see some engaged in reading this blessed Book. It 
is easy and pleasant to converse with those who are 
in the habit of reading it, on the importance of relig- 
ion, and in relation to the glorious plan of salvation. 

If the dear Christian friends who contribute to 
this holy Cause could enter with me into the wards 
of the hospitals, and silently look on while that 
young man with an intelligent and benevolent coun- 
tenance, or that father, gray-haired, his wife and 
children at home, lying there, having left all that is 
most dear to them on earth in order to save their 
country, they would experience feelings in relation to 
this subject that they can never otherwise experience. 
These noble men are sick or wounded. ‘They are 
lying in the hospitals without a wife’s, a mother’s, 
or a sister’s, attentions and care. Poor men! But 
they are reading God’s holy Word, which speaks to 
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them of Jesus and eternal life. Oh, how these things 
cheer their hearts and refresh their weary and anx- 
ious spirits! If, Christian patriots, you could look 
upon such a scene, as I do daily, would you not 
thank God for the blessed privilege of giwing—of 
giving bountifully—to such a sacred Cause ? 

Thank you, Christian friends, for remembering us 
in the army, and supplying us so munificently with 
the Word of God.

Letter from an Old Friend in East Tennessee. 

The following extracts from a letter dated Taze- 
well, East Tennessee, April 10, 1863, tell their own 
story. The Board of Managers, at its late meeting, 
made a grant of nearly 300 volumes to the society 
which the venerable writer represents : 


I have saved from sales, &c., seventy-five dollars 
in Confederate bills, which I wish to pay the Soci- 
ety, but cannot buy exchange or remit it to New 
York. Have you any authorized agent in-Richmond, 
Va., or in Knoxville, Tenn., who could receive this 
money and give me a receipt? Knoxville would 
suit me best, as it is only forty-eight miles distant. 

This society—the Claiborne County Bible Society, 
Tenn.—was formed in 1826. I have superintended 
its operations and been its treasurer from the begin- 
ning. Iam in my seventy-eighth year, and am fee- 
ble both in body and mind, and this is probably the 
last payment that I shall ever be able to make to 
this Institution. It belongs to the American Bible 
Society, and I wish them to have it. 

Your last donation of 7,000 Bibles and Testa- 
ments to the Confederate States is a noble one, and 
God will bless the Society for it. Our town of Taze- 
well was burned in November, 1862, some thirty 
houses being destroyed, including our own place of 
business, with many papers, &c. 

This payment will, I think, cover all the Clai- 
borne County Bible Society owes; but the Ameri- 
ean Bible Society owes me for colportage over $200, 
which I freely give.

Chinese Versions of the Bible. 
A LETTER FROM REY. W. A. P. MARTIN. 
SHANGHAI, Feb. 28, 1863. 

Dear Brotuer :—Yours of May 28th, 1862, just 
received, is peculiarly cheering at the present junc- 
ture. It assures us that at a time when our own 
fountain is failing, that great reservoir which pours 
the water of life on so many lands is ready to swell 
the stream. 

Without that timely aid our new version of the 
Scriptures, to which two of our ablest men devoted 
the ripest years of their laborious lives, must remain 
silent. But with this assurance we ean bid our new 
cylinder press roll on, until our new depository is 
filled with the priceless treasure, 

It is possible that some unthinking persons may 
take alarm at the mention of a new version of the 
Scriptures for China, and regard its production as an 
injudicious expenditure of labour, and its publication 
an unwise outlay of funds, For such it may be well 
to recollect the circumstances of the people for whom 
this version is made, Their language is confessedly 
the most difficult of human tongues; they are a 


heathen people, and the most populous nation on the 
face of the globe. These three familiar facts imply 
all the vindication which the case requires. The 
first makes it morally certain that a permanent ver- 
sion could not be achieved by a single effort; the 
second shows how the difficulty of the undertaking 
is enhanced by the absence or perversion of religious 
ideas, and the corresponding paucity or corruption of 
theological terms; and the last furnishes a motive, 
infandum renovare laborem, again and again, until 
the voice of a reconciled Father is made to speak, 
with no uncertain sound, to the ears of this mighty 
branch of his fallen family. 

In a period of eighty years, from 1530 to 1611, no 
fewer than five successive versions of the Scriptures 
appeared in the English language. And is it sur- 
prising that in fifty years an equal number should 
have appeared in China! It is certainly no ground 
of surprise that they should be called for, but it is 
almost a miracle that they have been produced. The 
fact, too, is auspicious. The rapid succession of 
Bible translations in the Reformation era indicated 
the energy of liberated truth. And does not the par- 
allel fact exhibit the firm resolve of Bible Christians 
to give the blessed Book to China, as well as the 
providence of God in favour of that holy enterprise. 

Papists accuse us of wasting our time in writing 
and printing, instead of penetrating to the remotest 
regions and publishing the oral gospel. The latter 
we confess ought to be done, but we maintain that 
the former cannot be left undone without jeopardising 
the cause of Christ in all itsinterests. To omit it is 
the wisdom of him who in his impatience to build 
erects a structure on the sand. The Nestorians, in 
the seventh century, gathered a flourishing chureh in 
China, but it was built upon the sand. They gave 
their converts no Bible, and at the present day not a 
living vestige remains of those early labours. And in 
Japan, who knows but the Bible might have kept the 
“bush” of Xavier’s planting safe and unconsumed 
through all the fires? It has done so in Madagas- 
car. But why dwell on a topic so plain to you and 
to every Bible-reading, Bible-loving Christian ? 

You desire to Know some of the characteristics of 
the new version—the last of the series; I think it 
also the best, as we have a right to expect that it 
should be. Morrison’s is rude in style, and untrue 
to the sacred text, the work of a worthy man, but 
little acquainted with the original tongues. Marsh- 
man’s is more faithful but scarcely more polished, 
and both have become utterly obsolete, having no 
advocates in China. Gutzlaff’s is better in both 
respects ; but its defects were so deeply felt fifteen 
years ago as to unite the missionaries of all denom- 
inations in an attempt to produce a work which 
would prove a “received version.”’ Unhappily the 
union was of short duration, and their production 
virtually a party performance. Its credit, and we 
may add, its faulis, belong mainly to the London 
mission, Elegant and scholarly as regards Chinese 
literature, it sacrifices too much to grace of diction. 
In winnowing out the unessential husks of mere 
idiom and language, it loses many a precious grain 
of living truth. It was this that prompted Bridgman 
and Culbertson to retrace the long road from the 
creation to the end of the world, endeavouring to 
gather up those fragments of heavenly bread, that 
nothing might be lost. The motive was holy, and 
the achievement is worthy of it. Their work com- 
bines a conscientious respect to the inspired original, 
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with a due regard to the proprieties of the Chinese 
language. It is not so classic as its immediate pre- 
decessor, but I have no hesitation in saying that its 
style is more dignified. The other is a mosaic of 
phrases, which however conformable to the taste of 
the country, is open to the serious objection that it 
irresistibly carries the thoughts of the reader to the 
heathen sources whence those forms of expression 
were derived. Augustine was so jealous of the an- 
cient heathenism that he advoeated the learning of 
Greek without the reading of Homer. What would 
he have thought of a Latin Bible, every page of 
which bore traces of superstitious legends, amatory 
poems, and cynical or lascivious epigrams? .The 
Chinese classics are purer than those of the heathen 
West; but still they should not be suffered to tinge 
heaven’s pure light with earthly colours. Now this 
error Culbertson and Bridgman endeavoured to 
avoid, seeking to render the glass through which the 
Chinese can at best see but darkly, as nearly as pos- 
sible achromatic. Their work is not perfeet—how 
could it be so? But I repeat the opinion already 
expressed—that it is the best extant in the Chinese 
language, and worthy of the Bible Society’s patronage. 

To the above opinion you are at liberty to give 
such publicity as the case may call for, as I am 
ready to sustain my positions by a critical examina- 
tion if it should be thought desirable; but I have 
two remarks to make in conclusion, which you will 
appreciate, though the public would misapprehend 
them. First, the new version before being fixed in 
unalterable stereotype, ought to be revised with a 
view to giving it those final touches which the la- 
mented translators themselves would have given, 
had they been spared to sce it go through another 
edition. Second, great and good as this is, it does 
not cover the whole field; and a translation into the 
Mandarin, the spoken language of Northern China, 
is even now urgently called for.

A Voice from the Army. 

The following interesting letter is from the Rev. 
W. H. Norris, who is now acting as a delegate for 
the Christian Commission at Camp Convalescent, 
near Washington, D. C.: 


I am daily distributing New Testaments in En- 


; “~yeligh.and German among from four to five thou- 


sand convalescent soldiers, and paroled prisoners 
now in this camp; and to-day have made arrange- 
ments with a pious chaplain of the Baptist church 
to supply two regiments in a neighbouring port, 

IT have an almost daily call for the whole Bible, 
generally from Christian soldiers, who desire it, as 
they say, for the purpose of comparison and refer- 
ence. Will the Society not print the Bible in parts 
with flexible covers? Within twenty-four hours I 
could have put five hundred copies of the Psalms 
into the hands of Christian soldiers who desire, and 
will thankfully receive and read them, If it were 
known that they could be had, five hundred men 
would come and ask for them. By all means then 
let us have the Word of God in this convenient 
form without delay. 

Among the many soldiers to whom I have offer- 
ed the Word of God, not more than two have de- 
elined to receive it: and these were not Americans 
or Protestant, and their refusal was respectful. 


I have looked in vain for any indication of the 
abuse and such waste of the Scriptures as I ex pect- 
ed to find in such a place and among so large a body 
of men. Indeed, I have not found a single instance 
of the kind. Very many of the soldiers now have 
the books which they brought from home ; while a 
large proportion of those who have been in several 
battles have lost their Bibles or Testaments with 
their knapsacks. Several I have found who have 
picked up two, three, and sometimes four copies, and 
have carefully preserved them for use.
